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Introduction 

This  report  presents  a record  of  lumber  prices  in  the  Appalachian 
region  for  the  15-year  period  1938-52 , inclusive®  This  info mat ion 
has  been  compiled  from  periodic  sales  reports  issued,  usually  weekly, 
by  the  J®  C.  West  Lumber  Service  Corporation  of  Cincinnati,  Ohio,  and 
based  on  sales  reported  by  a number  of  sawmills  in  the  Appalachian 
region®  This  region  includes  all  of  West  Virginia  and  parts  of 
Maryland,  North  Carolina,  South  Carolina,  Georgia,  Tennessee,  and 
Kentucky®  The  principal  species  covered  are  hardwoods  but  sales  of 
lumber  of  some  softwoods  ar©  also  included* 

The  price  data  summarized  in  this  report  may  be  useful  for  economic 
studies  of  timber  production  in  the  Appalachian  region  and  other  phases 
of  forest  management®  These  prices  cover  various  grades  of  lumber  of 
different  species  but  do  not  indicate  timber  values  for  veneer,  cooper- 
age,  or  other  forest  products® 

Volume  of  Sales  as  Reported 

The  prices  presented  are  based  on  reported  sales  of  more  than  1 
billion  feet  of  lumber  of  1 inch  or  more  in  thickness®  Reported  sales 
averaged  about  70  million  feet  per  year  but  varied  as  shown  in  table  1® 
Both  domestic  and  export  sales  are  included®

The  Appalachian  region  has  about  15  percent  of  the  sawmill®  in  the 
United  States  and  has  produced  about  5 percent  of  the  total  lumber  cut* 
Less  than  1 percent  of  the  mills  in  the  Appalachian  region,  with  an 
average  cut  of  about  5 percent  of  the  region’s  total  lumber  output,  re- 
ported to  the  West  Corporation  during  the  period  covered*  The  reporting 
mills  included  the  larger  and  more  permanent  types  that  sell  lumber 
mainly  to  lumber  dealers  or  large  consumers*  The  prices  given  may  there- 
for© be  somewhat  higher  than  prices  realized  by  the  small  portable  mills 
common  throughout  the  Appalachian  region. 

During  the  life  of  Office  of  Price  Administration  (1941-46)  the 
quantity  of  lumber  reported  sold  dropped  from  130  million  feet  to  14 
million  feet*  In  addition,  the  percentage  of  lumber  reported  sold  in 
"miscellaneous  grades"  greatly  increased* 

The  quantity  of  lumber  of  the  principal  species  sold  in  the  area— 
i*e*  the  oaks,  maple,  yellow  poplar,  basswood,  pine,  and  hemlock— was 
sufficiently  large  in  most  years  to  give  average  prices  of  considerable 
reliability  (table  2).  Th©  limited  price  data  available  for  the  other 
species  may  not  be  representative,  however,  and  should  b©  used  with  this 
fact  in  mind. 
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Appalachian  Lumber  Prices  in  Relation  to  BsL.S.  Lumber  Price  Indexes 

Average  prices  by  species  are  shown.  for  each  year  during  the  period 
1938-52  (table  2).  For  all  species  combined  average  prices  rose  from 
#36.91  per  thousand  board  feet  in  1938  to  #120.66  in  1951.  In  terms  of 
price  indexes t Appalachian  lumber  prices  increased  from  100  in  1938  to  a 
peak  of  326.9  in  1951  (table  3).  Softwood  prices  showed  larger  increases 
than  hardwood  prices. 

The  Bureau  of  Labor  Statistics  lumber  price  index  in  1951  was  402.1 
(table  3)  or  considerably  higher  than  the  average  index  for  Appalachian 
lumber.  The  B.L.S.  compiles  prices  of  individual  lumber  items  of  several 
species  for  a composite  "lumber"  price  index,,  but  no  separate  information 
is  given  on  hardwood  and  softwood  lumber  prices.  It  is  understood  that 
the  B.L.S.  index  of  lumber  prices  is  weighted  by  softwoods  and  hardwoods 
by  ratios  of  80.3  and  19.7  respectively,  based  on  proportions  of  average 
United  States  production  sine©  1938®  The  average  prices  and  indexes  of 
Appalachian  species  reported  herein,  on  the  other  hand,  are  based  on  85 
percent  hardwoods  and  15  percent  softwoods.  Price  trends  for  softwood 
and  hardwood  lumber  since  1938  have  been  very  different,  and  the  two  in- 
dexes (Appalachian  and  B.L.S.)  are  therefore  not  directly  comparable® 


If  Appalachian  lumber  prices  are  weighted  by  softwoods  and  hardwoods 
by  the  ratios  of  80.3  and  19® 7 percent  respectively,  however,  index  numbers 
agree  more  closely  with  those  for  "lumber*®  developed  by  the  Bureau  of 
Labor  Statistics®  Thus  in  1951  the  Appalachian  lumber  price  index  on  this 
weighted  basis  was  372® 5,  or  about  14  percent  higher  than  the  unweighted 
index  shown  in  table  3®  The  trend  of  Appalachian  lumber  prices  on  this 
weighted  basis  is  practically  identical  with  the  B.L.S.  trend  of  "lumber" 
prices  for  the  period  1938-43  inclusive;  higher  than  the  B.L.S.  indexes 
for  the  period  1944-46  inclusive,  and  lower  than  the  B.L.S,  trend  since 
1947.  One  reason  why  average  Appalachian  lumber  prices  have  not  risen 
as  rapidly  as  the  B.L.S.  lumber  price  indexes  since  1946  apparently  is 
because  of  the  increasingly  larger  percentage  of  the  poorer  grades  of 
Appalachian  lumber  reported  sold  in  this  period  (tables  5-10). 

Prices  of  Individual  Species 

Table  4 gives  average  annual  prices  and  price  indexes  for  the  18 
principal  species  which  comprise  more  than  95  percent  of  all  reported 
sales.  Seven  of  these  species  comprise  about  70  percent  of  all  sales  as 
follows:  yellow  poplar  20  percent;  white  oak  15.6;  red  oak  9.3;  hemlock 

6.9;  hard  maple  6.4;  yellow  pin©  6.1;  and  basswood  5.3. 

When  average  prices  of  lumber  of  these  species  as  actually  reported 
are  compared  with  prices  computed  by  holding  the  percentages  of  th© 
various  grades  constant— i.e*  at  th©  average  for  the  entire  period— 
th©  differences  are  relatively  small  for  roost  species  (tables  4-10 
inclusive) . 


Some  apparent  inconsistencies  between  the  average  prices  of  some 
species  shown  in  table  4 may  b©  explained  by  utilization  practices®  The 
principal  us©  of  red  oak,  for  example,  is  for  lumber,  while  whit©  oak 
logs  of  high  quality  have  alternative  uses  in  the  production  of  veneer, 
cooperage,  and  ship  timbers  for  which  they  may  be  mop©  valuable  than  for 
lumber*  Us©  of  white  oak  logs  of  high  quality  for  such  special  uses, 
particularly  during  the  war  years,  lowered  th©  quality  of  the  sawlogs 
available  for  manufacture  into  lumber  to  such  an  extent  that  average 
values  of  red  ©ak  lumber  were  higher  than  average  white  oak  lumber  prices. 

Trends  in  Grad®  Recovery 

Prices  by  lumber  grad®  ar©  shown  in  tables  5-11  for  seven  of  th© 
principal  Appalachian  lumber  species®  Prices  and  proportions  of  various 
grades  cut  during  th®  years  1958-52  are  given  in  th©  accompanying  charts 
showing  grad©  recovery  for  four  of  th©  principal  species  cut  in  th©  region® 
These  J,  C»  West  price  data  indicate  a significant  decline  in  the 
average  grad©  of  lumber  cut  from  Appalachian  species  since  1958®  With 
regard  to  yellow  poplar,  for  example,  Ists  and  Ends  comprised  9®8  percent 
of  the  total  sold  in  the  period  1938-42,  compared  with  1*3  percent  in 
1947-51®  No®  1 Common  lumber  comprised  33  percent  and  26  percent  respec- 
tively in  these  periods®  Percentages  of  lets  and  2nds  obtained  from  th© 
principal  species  sold  were  as  follows:
